623.01 DESCRIPTION 
This work is the removal, temporary reset, and furnishing and installation of new mailboxes 

and crash-worthy supports at the specified locations or as directed. 

 

 

 

623.02 MATERIALS 
Furnish new mailboxes, measuring at least 6 1/2 inches wide x 7 1/2 inches high x 18 1/2 

inches long (165 mm x 190 mm x 470 mm), not exceeding 10 pounds (4.5 kg) in weight that 
meet the Postal Service requirements for the designated location (area with or without curb and 
gutter). 

Furnish a crashworthy mailbox support as shown in the Detailed Drawings, a mailbox 
support identified in the current edition of the AASHTO Guide for Erecting Mailboxes on 
Highways, or other commercially manufactured crash tested mailbox support.
